PARIS REVIVAL TO 
CLOSE FRIDAY 


Great Blessings; 58 Responses Last 
Three Nights 


Although it tugs at our heart to 
bring these services to a close, the 
present plan is that my last serv- 
ice in the Paris revival will be Fri- 
day night, July 25th. Pastor Mar: 
ion Been will carry on the services 
Saturday night and Sunday at the 
same location, and we trust with 
great blessing. But this editor must 
return to his work in Dallas. 

In these days when so many are 
foolishly saying that the days of 
mass evangelism is over, when 
churches and pastors do not have 
time, they think, for long and 
great revivals, it is refreshing to 
see how the power and blessing of 
God continues in the fourth week 
of this revival. Sunday night twen- 


ty-five people came forward, con- 


versions, reclamations, and addi- 
tions to the church. Monday night, 
dreaded in revivals, there were fif- 
teen responses to the invitation, 
and last night (Tuesday night) 
eighteen people came forward, fif- 
teen of them adults. One man con- 
verted last night was sixty-two 
years old, a woman was fifty-four 
and there was a fine line of young 
men. Another old woman came as 
a backslider, weeping in deep con- 
trition, and said, “I sure hope the 
Lord will forgive me.” She received 
the sweet peace in her heart which 
she wanted. 

Monday night after the services, 
I retired and went to sleep but 
about midnight the telephone rang 
and a woman said, “Brother Rice, 
this is Mrs. Applegate. Mrs. Dag- 
get is in great trouble and wants 
to know if she can see you.” I 
answered that she certainly could. 
I dressed and soon the two drove 
up'in Mrs. Dagget’s car. She told 
me her son, sixteen years old, had 
been bitten painfully by a spider. 
The doctor had dressed the wound 
but it was swelling and she was 
greatly distressed. Her principal 
distress was that the boy was un- 
saved. We went to her home, I 
talked to the young man in his bed, 
and he, after some hesitation, 
claimed Christ as his Saviour. His 
mother cried for joy. Then I prayed 
that the dear Lord would care for 
the spider bite. Last night this 
sixteen year old boy joined the

Bible Teaching on Bobbed Hair 


Long Hair, Woman’s Glory, Given Her For A 
Covering, The Symbol of Man’s Authority. 


The Bible is the best seller in the 
world. Yet it is a sad fact that 
the Bible is comparatively an un- 
known book. Though the Bible 
gives detailed instruction about 
how to live happy lives, with the 
power and presence of Christ upon 
us, most church members fail to 
follow God’s plan for happiness and 
success. 

The Bible gives a very clear 
teaching that women should not 
cut their hair. It is no credit to 
the preachers and Sunday Schools 
of the county that this teaching is 
totally disregarded by most women 
and really unknown to a great ma- 
jority of Christians. 

In I Corinthians 11:3-16 the 
Bible gives plain instructions con- 
cerning a woman’s hair and tells 
why it should not be bobbed. 


“But 1 would have you know, 
that the head of every man is 
Christ; and the head of the wo- 
man is the man; and the head of 
Christ is God. 4. Every man 
prayimg or prophesying, having 
his head covered, dishonoureth 
his head. 5. But every woman 
that prayeth or prophesieth with 
her head uncovered dishonoureth 
her head: for that is even all one 
as if she were shaven. 6. For if 
the woman be not covered, let 
her also be shorn: but tf it be a 
shame for a woman to be shorn 
or shaven, let her be covered. 
7. For a man indeed ought not 
to cover his head, forasmuch as 
he is the image and glory of 
God: but the woman 4s the glory 
of the man. 8. For the man is 
not of the woman; but the wo- 
man of the man. 9. Neither was 
the man created for the woman; 
but the woman for the man. 
10. For this cause ought the wo- 
man to have power on her head 
because of the angels. 11. Nev- 
ertheless neither is the man 
without the woman, neither the 
woman without the man, in the 
Lord. 12. For as the woman is 
of the man, even so is the man 
also by the woman; but all

A Divinely Created Difference 
In Man and Woman 


We should not count it surpris- 
ing that the Lord should give in- 
structions that man’s hair should 
be short and that woman’s should 
be long. God made man and wo- 
man with entirely different bodies. 
Man is larger, the stronger, more 
muscular. Woman is “the weaker 
vessel” (I Peter 3:7) with softer 
bodies, smaller hands, and feet, and 
with a body particulaily prepared 
for bearing and nursing children. 
To say that man and woman are 
equal does not make them equal 
in body. 

The difference is just as striking 
in nature and personality. It is no 
more credit to a woman to be 
“masculine” in her personality than 
for her to grow a beard. 

This fundamental difference be- 
tween man and woman is not out- 
ward nor superficial nor the result 
of environment, and training 
through centuries has failed to al- 
ter it. God made man in His own 
image but woman is the image and 
glory of the - man. God made man 
to be the head, and woman to be 
the help mate. Men and women 
are different. They should not try 
to be alike. They should not dress 
alike nor wear their hair alike. 
Man should wear short hair and 
woman should wear long hair 
based on this age old difference 
between man and woman that nev- 
er changes with’ the passing cus- 
toms of men. So says the Word 
of God. 


Man ls the Head of the Woman 


I Corinthians 11:3 gives the bas- 
is for the doctrine that a woman 
should have long hair. 

“But I would have you know, 
that the head of every man is 
Christ; and the head of the woman 
is the man; and the head of Christ 
is God.” 

Here are some unchanging real- 
ities. Every man is subject to 
Christ, Christ is subject to God, the 
woman should be subject to man. 
The descending scale of authority 
is God, then Christ, then man, then 
woman. 

In Genesis 3:16, after sin had 
put Adam and Eve outside the 
Garden of Eden, the Lord said to 
Eve, “Thy desire shall be to thy 
husband, and he shall rule over 
thee.” That is the rule for all man- 
kind after the fall. The same teach- 
ing is given many times in the 
New Testament. In Titus 2:5 wo- 
men are commanded “to be dis- 
creet, chaste, keepers at home, 
good, obedient to their own hus- 
bands.”” In Ephesians 5:22-33 we 
have the commands, “Wives, sub- 
mit yourselves unto your own hus- 
bands, as unto the Lord” (verse 
22), and “Therefore as the church 
is subject unto Christ, so let the 
wives be to their own husbands in 
everything” (verse 24). We are 
also told that the husband is the 
head of the wife like Christ is head 
of the church (verse 23), that hus- 
bands ought to love their wives 
like Christ loved the church (verse 
25), and commanded, “the wife 
see that she reverence her hus- 
band” (verse 33). I Peter 3:1 com- 
mands, “Likewise, ye wives, be in 
subjection to your own husbands; 
that, if any obey not the word they 
also may without the word be won 
by the conversation of the wives.”’ 
Wives are to obey and be subject 
even to unsaved husbands who will 
not obey the Word of God. In I 
Peter 3:5 and 6 women are urged 
to be in subjection to their hus- 
bands “Even as Sara obeyed Abra- 
ham, calling him lord.” 

The teaching throughout the Bi- 
ble is that the wife should be sub- 
ject to her husband and that the 
man should be the head of the wife. 

And notice particularly that in 
I Corinthians 11:3 above, the Lord 
speaks not only to husbands and 
wives but to man and woman

whether married or not. The un- 
married woman is to be subject to 
her father as the married woman 
is to be subject to her husband. 


This Relation of Man and Woman 
Is True in Religion 


The women at Corinth who need- 
ed Paul’s instruction against 
bobbed hair evidently felt that 
now, since they were saved, the 
same as their husbands were, they 
should be equal with their hus- 
bands, not subject to them, and 
that they therefore had a right to 
bob their hair. A number of times 
in the Bible warning is given that 
salvation does not change human 
relationships. The converted hus- 
band or wife is commanded not to 
leave the unsaved companion. The 
converted slave is still to be sub- 
ject to his master, the converted 
child to his parents. The convert- 
ed citizen is still to obey kings and 
authorities. Even so, in religion a 
woman is still to be subject to her 
husband, a daughter to her father 

In Numbers, chapter 30, we are 
plainly told that when a man vows 
a vow to God he is held account- 
able to God and should not break 
his oath. But if a woman vow a 
vow to God it is subject to the ap- 
proval of her husband or her fa- 
ther. If a husband or father dis- 
allows the vow and does not wish 
it to stand, the wife is released. If 
the husband or father consents to 
it, then the woman is bound. 

Joshua then could say “as for 
me and my house, we will serve 
the Lord,” (Joshua 24:15) because 
he was responsible for the religion 
of his household. God told Abra- 
ham his plans because God said, 
“T know him, that he will command 
his children and his household af- 
ter him, and they shall keep tne 
way of the Lord” (Gen. 18:19). 
In religion, Abraham was respon- 
sible for his family. Something of 
this was intimated when Paul told 
the jailor, “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved, AND THY HOUSE!” There 
is only one plan of salvation and 
that is individual faith in Chris‘, 
but the jailor would be held ac- 
countable for seeing that his house 
was led to trust in Christ. 


Why Not Women Preachers? 


This plan of God, that women 
should be subject to men, even in 
religion, is the reason why woman, 
if she pleases God, must take a 
secondary place in the church and 
in religious services. In I Corin- 
thians 14:34 and 35 Paul gave the 
plain command inspired of God. 

“Let your women keep silence 
in the churches: for it is not per- 
mitted unto them to speak; but 
they are commanded to be under 
obedience, as also saith the law. 

85. And if they will learn any 

thing, let them ask their hus- 

bands at home; for it is a shame 
for women to speak im the 
church.” 

Evidently in the church at Cor- 
inth women had taken too promi- 
nent a part in the church services. 
It is not surprising then that they 
had the folly and confusion of a 
modern tongues movement which 
needed to be rebuked. Woman 
leadership in the churches and 
bobbed hair go together, both of 
them defying the plain command 
of God that woman should take 
a secondary place in the churches. 
Wherever women have been al- 
lowed to violate this plain com- 
mand of God it has resulted in evil. 
Note particularly the cases of Mrs. 
White with the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventists, Mary Baker Eddy, the 
founder of that unchristian false 
religion, Christian Science, and 
note the extremes of Four Square, 
Pentecostal and Holiness people 
with their large percentage of wo- 
men preachers and speakers in 
tongues. Remember that women 
founded the spiritualist movement, 
which has usually, women mediums 
and ‘fakirs. 

You may have many arguments 
that seem good as to why women 
Should be pastors of churches, 
should conduct services and teach 
both men and women, and those 
arguments may seem very strong. 
But one indisputable fact remains 
that they violate the command of 
the Bible and that they go con- 
trary to the example of New Tes- 
tament churches. There were no 
women apostles, no women pastors, 
no women evangelists, and the 
women who prophesied did not 
take charge of public services nor 
preach nor teach the Bible, in New

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Testament churches. There are 
many good things women can do, 
winning souls, teaching their chil- 
dren, visiting the sick, caring for 
the poor etc., without taking the 
place plainly forbidden them in the 
Word of God. 

In I Timothy 2:8-15 is another 
very clear passage on this matter 
which shows why a woman must 
be under authority even in religion. 

“J will therefore that men 
pray everywhere lifting up holy 
hands, without wrath and doubdt- 
ing. 9. In like manner also, that 
women adorn themselves in mod- 
est apparel, with shamefacednes=s 
and sobriety; not with braided 
hair, or gold, or pearls, or costly 
array; 10. But (which becometh 
women professing godliness) 
uith good works. 11. Let the wo- 
man learn in silence with all sub- 

jection. 12. But I suffer not a 

woran to teach, nor to usurp au- 

thority over the man, but to be 
in silence. 18. For Adam was 
first formed, thes: Bve. 14. And 

Adam was not deceived, but the 

woman being deceived was i» the 

transgression. 15. Notwithstand- 
ing she shall be saved in child- 
bearing, if they continue in faith 
and charity and holiness with 
sobriety,” 
Whatever a woman may do in pub- 
lic services, certainly, according to 
verses 11 and 12 she must learn 
in silence with subjection instead 
of teaching the church, and she 
must not usurp authority over the 
man. I do not know here that 
“in silence” means silence in the 
sense that she is never to sing nor 
testify. I am willing to take it at 
face value and if it must involve 
that then still it is the Word of 
God and we have no complaint. 
However, from other passages it 
seems that in New Testament, 
times the silence that women were 
to observe in the churches did not 
prevent them from participating 
in the services. But it is absolutely 
certain from this passage in I Tim- 
othy 2:11 and 12 that a woman 
must be in silence as far as author- 
ity is concerned. She can never 
speak with authority as a Bible 
teacher nor pastor. She has no 
right to take authority over a 
church nor over men. You may 
believe that that is wrong in prin- 
ciple and that such a requirement 
is unfair to women, etc. But I 
remind you that if it be a mistake, 
the mistake is God’s, not mine. No 
one can misunderstand the plain 
intent of these verses, that a wo- 
man is not to speak with authority 
in the church, not to have author- 
ity over men nor teach men, ac- 
cording to the Bible standard. If 
that clashes with custom or mod- 
ern thought, or if women have 
seemingly baen blessed of God 
when they violated this command, 
that does not change the fact. The 
command of God is plain. If this 
be the Word of God then there is 
only one position for children of 
God to take in regard to it. 


Woman's Relation to Man Typified 
By Dress, Adornment, and Hair 


The distinction existing between 
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man and woman and extending 
even to religion should be remem- 
bered and marked by both men ano 
women. The Scripture commands 
that “The woman shall not wear 
that which pertaineth unto a man, 
neither shall a man put on a wo- 
man’s garment: for all that do so 
are abomination unto the Lord thy 
God” (Deut. 22:5). We need not 
be surprised then to find that sev- 
eral times in the New Testament 
the Bible discusses together wo- 
man’s prayer life, her duty to her 
husband, and her adornment. A 
woman’s dress and ornamentation 
should picture her position as an 
obedient wife or daughter and thi 
greatly affects her praying. I call 
your attention to three cases. In I 
Timothy 2:8-15 this is clearly 
shown. Verses 8 and 9 say: 

“T will therefore that men 
pray everywhere, lifting up holy 
hands, without wrath and doubt- 
ing. 9. In like manner also, that 
women adorn themselves in mod- 
est apparel, with shamefacedness 
and sobriety; not with braided 
hair, or gold, or pearls, or costly 
array.” 

Men are to pray and women are 
to pray likewise adorned in mod- 
est apparel, not with costly array, 
and the hair is particularly men- 
tioned! Then verses 11 and 12 pro- 
ceed to say that the woman must 
be in subjection and that it has 
been so since the Garden of Eden. 
You see that is a clear connection 
between woman’s prayers, her 
dress and hair, and her subjection 
to man. <The woman who prays 
as she* should, must be in subjec- 
tion to her husband or father, and 
dress properly, the Scripture teach- 
es. 
That connection is shown again 
in I Peter 3:1-7. Verse 1 says that 
Wives are to be in subjection to 
their own husbands. Verse 3 says 
“Whose adorning let it not be that 
outward adorning of plaiting the 
hair, and of wearing of gold, or 
of putting on of apparel’ and vers- 
es 5 and 6 say that wives should 
be like Sara, subject to their hus- 
bands, and verse 7 says that wo- 
men are to observe all tnis, as hus- 
bands are to observe their duties, 
“THAT YOUR PRAYERS BE 
NOT HINDERED.” The Bible 
clearly connects a woman’s sub- 
mission to her husband, the way 
she dresses and does her hair, and 
her prayer life. If women want 
their prayers unhindered, let them 
obey their husbands and follow the 
Bible plan in her dress and hair. 

Again in I Corinthians 11:3-16 
we find this same connection. In 
this passage on why women should 
have long hair, the Lord bases it 
on the teaching that “the head of 
the woman is the man” (verse 2) 
“For a man indeed ought not tu 
cover his head, forasmuch as he 
is the image and glory of God’ 
(verse 7). And now notice that in 
this discussion about the hair, 
prayer is mentioned three times: 
in verses 4, 5, and 13. What God 
has joined together, let not man 
put asunder, and God joins togeth- 
er the obedience of a wife to her 
husband, long hair for a woman, 
and the answer to her prayers. Wo- 
men, if you want God to answer 
your prayers, if you want to pray 
acceptably to God, then be subject 
to your husband and wear long 
hair as a symbol of this attitude of 
heart, which God commands. 


Long Hair for a Covering 


When a man prays to God he 
should not have his head covered. 
Men take off their hats when they 
pray. A man instinctively feels that 
it is irreverent to wear a hat in a 
religious service, even on the 
streets. The man is the head of his 
home, a high priest of his family, 
and has direct access to Christ. He 
should not wear any covering over 
his head when he comes to pray, 
for that would indicate that he had 
some human authority between 
him and God. If our Catholic 
neighbors were right in giving 
priests power to forgive sins, to in- 
terpret the Bible for us, etc., then 
men might pray with covered 
heads, symbolizing that they were 
subject in religion to other men. 
But that is not true. So when a 
man prays he should not wear his 
hat. And since long hair is given 
as a covering, a man should have 
short hair. 

With a woman it is different. 
She has the same Saviour, the 
same God, but a woman’s first 
Christian duty is to be a good wife 
or good daughter, as the case may 
be. A disobedient, rebellious child

Bobbed Hair —

is not a good Christian. A lawless 
citizen is not a good Christian. A 


~slothful and disobedient servant is 


not a good Christian. So 4 wife 
who rebels against her husband's 
authority is not a good Christian. 
When a woman, therefore, comes 
to pray she should come with a 
covering on her head as a symbol 
of her obedience to the authority 
that God put over her. 

Now read verse 5 and 15 togeth- 
er. 

“But every woman that pray- 
eth or prophesieth with her head 
uncovered dishonoureth her 
head: for that is even ali one as 
if she were shaven.” (verse,5). 

“But if a woman have long 
hair, it is a glory to her: for her 
hair is given her for a covering.” 

(verse 15). 

The covering mentioned here is 
not a hat. I suppose that if a wo- 
man had all her hair come out, 
then she ought to wear an arti- 
ficial covering. But God has al- 
ready provided a covering for a 
woman's head and that is her long 
hair. Long hair is a covering that 
God wants a woman to have on 
her head. And that long hair, says 
the Scripture, “is a glory to her.” 
It is the glory of a good woman 
not to seek authority, not to boss 
her husband, not to rule the 
church, but to be in subjection, as 
the Scripture has commanded. A 
woman’s glory is in being feminine, 
not being masculine, in being meek 
and not arrogant, in having long 
hair and not bobbed hair. This is 
the clear teaching of the Word of 
God 


A man may wish his wife to be 
in style, or not to look odd. But 
men instinctively revere a woman 
with long hair. If women but knew 
it, they may bind their husband’s 
love to them with long hair and a 
meek spirit far better than they 
can with all the cosmetics from the 
corner drug’ store, or the false 
adornment of the beauty parlor. 
There is a glory about long hair 
There is a feminine dignity about 
long hair. There is attraction and 
feminine personality and sex ap- 
peal, even, in long hair. 

Happy is the woman who takes 
God’s place for her and delights in 
His will. She will be blessed and 
will have a giory denied her rebell- 
ious style-worshipping, modern sis- 
ter. Her prayer will be heard. 

The Scripture plainly says that 
a woman should have “long hair.” 
Women may protest that their 
bobbed hair is sufficient to cover 
their heads, but the covering which 
the Lord mentions is long hair. 
“But if a woman have LONG hair, 
it is a glory to her: for her hair is 
given her for a covering.” The word 
translated here for “cove ” is 
oftentimes translated “yell.” tame 
hair is not merely a covering for 
the head but symbolizes the same 
modesty pictured among oriental 
women by the veil. The long hair 
mentioned here is hair not shorn 
(cut with shears) or shaven. I 
Corinthians 11:6 says, “For if the 
woman be not covered (with long 
hair is meant) let her also bé 
shorn: but if it be a shame for a 
woman to be shorn or shaven, let 
her be covered.” Bobbed hair does 
not fill the Bible requirement for 
long hair. 


Angels Look On When A Woman 
Prays 


I Corinthians 11:10 is a remark- 
able verse, “For this cause ought 
the woman to have power on her 
head because of the angels.” The 
word “power” in this verse might 
have been translated “authority.” 
Actually the verse means that a 
woman ought to have a symbol of 
authority on her head. hair 
is a covering, is a symbol that the 
woman is subject to the authority 
of her husband or father. 

But why “because of the an- 
gels So 

Here is a lovely teaching of 
God’s Word. All about us are the 
unseen angels of God. The Scrip- 
ture says “The angel of the Lord 
encampeth round about them that 
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9th and Patton ! 
Children 15¢ — Adults 25¢ | 
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fear him, and delivereth him” 
(Psalms 34:7). When Elisha was 
at Dothan and was surrounded by 
the army of the Syrian king (lI 
Kings 6:14-17), the young man 
with him was frightened but Elisha 
prayed, “Lord, pray thee, open 
his eyes” and with his eyes spir- 
itually opened he beheld chariots 
of fire surrounding them all about. 
The angel of God kept vigil and 
stood guard around this prophet! 

Jesus said concerning little chil- 
dren “That in heaven their angeis 
do always behold the face of my 
Father which is in heaven,” (Matt. 
18:10). 

All about us then are the angels 
of God. I have no doubt thar if 
we had more faith, if we waited 
more often in prayer, if we had 
sich spiritual sight as saints of oid 
had, we should often see augels as 
did Jacob or Joshua or Giaeon or 
the mother and father of Samscn 
or Abraham or Zechariah or. even 
the Apostle Paul, who was more 
than once strengthened by a Heav- 
enly visitor, or like Peter who was 
led from his prison in the night. 

With what eagerness must an- 
gels observe all the doings of men! 
lu some strange way they partake 
of the love of Chiist for us. ‘hey 
join in the rejoicing in the pres- 
ence of God over ove sinner that 
repents (Luke 15:/, 10). They 
seemed to giory in revealing to the 
Shepherds on the hillside that a 
Saviour was born! 

Angels, then, must be profoundly 
moved and influenced by what they 
see among men. They certainly ob- 
serve us when we pray. They carry 
our messages to wod. So when a 
woman prays she should have on 
her heaa long hair for a covering, 
a symbol of her submission to au- 
thority. 

I remind you that angels may 
sin. Isaiah 14:12-1/ tells how 5Sa- 
tan was once an angel, Lucifer, and 
how he fell from his high place 
because of sin. Jesus said, “1 be- 
held Satan as lightning fall from 
heaven” (Luke 10:18). Other an- 
gels that sinned are now reserved 
in darkness awaiting judgment (Ii 
Peter 2:4). It is possibile, then, thai 
one disobedient nearted, rebellious 
wife who wears bobbed hair, might 
inspire angels to rebel against God: 
What a horrible thought that is, 
and yet the Bible plainiy says that 
@ woman should observe this com- 
mand to have a covering of long 
hair on her head, a symbol of pow- 
er or authority “because of the 
angels!’ 

Not many symbols or ceremonies 
are commanded in the New Testa- 
ment. Baptism pictures the burial 
and resurrection of Jesus and the 
sinner’s death to sin and his res- 
urrection to a new life. The Lord’s 
Supper pictures the broken body 
and shed blood of Jesus which we 
are to remember until He comes 
again. Here is another New ‘Tes- 
tament symbol commanded for 
Christians. Men shouid wear short 
hair and women iong hair, sym- 
bolizing their proper place in the 
will of Christ. 


Excuses for Bobbed Hair 


Many excuses are given by wo- 
men who wear bobbed hair in vio- 
lation of the Bible command. Some 
I have heard mentioned are: 

1. That bobbed hair is more com- 
fortable, cooler. 

2. That it takes more time to 
care for long hair. 

3. ihat long hair makes a wo- 
nan look odd, different, or old fash- 
ioned. 

4. That long hair causes head- 
aches. 

One simple and effective answer 
to these excuses is that women 
did not offer any of them as long 
as ii was fashionable to have long 
hair. If it took longer time to 
comb long hair, women did it with- 
out compiaint so long as that was 
the style, just as bobbed haired wo- 
men spend hours getting shampoos, 
tints, marcels, and permanent 
waves. After all that is just an ex- 
cuse and not a reason. It takes 
time for women to paint their fac- 
es, color their finger nails and toe 
nails and do other things that they 
think, poor dears, will make them 
beautiful. But they do them very 
cheerfully, so long as it is the 
style! 

As long hair is somewhat warm- 
er in the summer time, so is it 
warmer to wear shoes than to go 
barefooted and to wear clothes 
than to join nudist colonies and yet 
we prefer whatever discomfort is 
necessary to decency and good 
taste. The discomfort of long hair, 
I dare say, is worse than the dis-

Miss Kate Tarlton 
Writes From Detroit 


Miss Kate Tariton has been one 
of Dr. Norris’s helpers in Fort 
Worth now for many years.

Dr. Riley 
said last night that it was the 
biggest tent he had seen since he 
was a boy and attended Barnum 
and Bailey circus, and that Frank 


certainly was daring. 


“The Lord has heard prayer and 
has answered so directly that it has 
humbled our hearts and taught us 
new lessons in faith. Sunuay night 
was one of the greatest services I 
ever witnessed. Dr. Norris preached 
on “Where Does the Soul Go at 
Death.” The tent was full, convic- 
tion was deep, scores of people 
were saved. Strong men and wo- 
men wept aloud. Family circles 
were made complete. There was 


comfort of having faces lifted, hav- 
eye brows plucked, reducing exer- 
cises, and diets, and a thousand 
other things that bobbed haired 
women do, trying to stay in style 
and be, as they think, attractive. 
No, really, women do not bob their 
hair to be comfortable. That is an 
excuse that bobbed haired women 
give for doing what they want to 
do not a reason for doing that 
which they cannot avoid. 

Women with long hair, I admit, 
may appear a little old fashioned 
beside the bobbed hair of worldly 
women. Also it is old fashioned 
not to paint, old fashioned not to 
smoke, old fashioned not to pet, 
old fashioned not to enjoy mixed 
bathing parties with very little 
clothes and very little restraint. 
Really it is old fashioned to pray, 
old fashioned to believe the Bible, 
old fashioned to follow the com- 
mands of the. Bible instead of the 
dictates of modern style. I agree 
that long hair may make a woman 
look different. But I was much im- 
pressed with a young woman in 
Oklahoma City who came to me 
with tears, declaring that she in- 
tended to let her hair grow and to 
leave off the paint she had been us- 
ing. She said, “Brother Rice, I know 
I am not like worldly unsaved wo- 
men on the inside. Why should I 
look like them on the outside?” I 
believe she was right. I believe 
that Christian women should prefer 
to worship God instead of worship- 
ping style, that they ought to look 
like Christians instead of looking 
like worldlings. There are no good 
reasons for women who love God 
and believe the Bible to go con- 
trary to its plain teachings on this 
question. 


lf Any Be Contentious 


The inspired apostle closes this 
e, in I Corinthians 11:3-16, 

with these words, “But if any man 
seem ‘to be contentious, we have no 
such custom, neither the churches 
of God.” Some contended then that 
bobbed hair for women did not 
matter. But Paul answered back 
that no such custom would be al- 
lowed in any of the churches any- 
where in New Testament times. 
Some preachers foolishly pass the 
question a as a joke and say that 
it is a matter of custom. 
Here Paul plainly says that no 
woman should be permitted to 
change the custom. The custom is 
based on the fundamental natures 
of man and woman and their rela- 
tion to God. Since God does not 
change, nor Christ, nor the sex na- 
tures of man and woman, then this 
custom should never be changed 
that Christian women certainly 
ought to wear long hair. Let this 
then be a mark of the saved wo- 
man, the obedient Bible Christian 
who longs for God to hear her 
when she prays and wants to have 
the glory that goes with long hair.
